Court.—The Court was 
engaged yesterday in the case of the 
State vs. James Shepperd and others, 


charged with an assault upon Friday 
Jones, all colored, at the First Baptist 
Church in this city in May last. 

This is the same case reported in our 
columns at the time, as the “Colored 
Baptist Church Imbroglio,” and as the 
Jones-Shepperd-Warrick Affair.” 
Judge Fowle and F. H. Busbee ap- 
peared for the State and Friday Jones, 
and Messrs. R. H. Battle and A. M Lewis 
for the defendants. 

After a lengthy argument and a brief 
charge the jury retired to {deliberate.— 
The Judge adjourned the Court and 
ordered the Clerk to receive the verdict 
—but the colored population remained 
filling the court room to its utmost ca- 
pacity. 

The verdict of the jury, ‘Not Guilty,” 
was received with loud and wild shouts 
ot applause. The defeat of Friday 
Jones and the general rejoicing thereat 
by his own race, is, we really think, a 
good omen for a better feeling between 
the white and colored races in this city, 
as it is well known that he has been the 
ringleader of every organization, meet- 
ing or assemblage ever held to perpetu- 
ate a bitter feeling or animosity toward 
the whites. 

We rejoice with our colored friends, 
who are in favor of peace, order, har- 
mony and good will one towards an- 
other, in the defeat and downfall of this 
old chronic broiler.

Real estate is increasing in value 
every day ; rents are cnormously high, 
and both business houses and dwellings 
are in demand; new buildings are 
going up in every part of the city, 
new streets are being opened and old

To mention the many .new improve- 
ments made since our last report under 
the above head would occupy too much 
space; ‘we therefore ourselves 
strictly to Wilmington street, which is 
fast becoming the principle business 
thoroughfare of the city.

LONDON, January 11—6 A. M—Tie 
report of the post morlem examination 
at Chiselhurst says that the failure of 
the circulation was due to the Eaipe- 
ror’s general constitutional condition.

French Politics. 


Panis, Jan. 11—The Independence 
Beige published a letter from Count 
Von Beust in answer to the assertions of 
the Duke De Grammont. The count 
shows that Austria tried to dissuade 
France ftom going to war with Prussia, 
and explicitly reserved her right to re- 
main neucral. France, after the war 
was declared, asked for an alliance and 
Austria refused. 
In the Assembly this afternoon the 
debate on the education counsel bill was 
continuei by Bishop Dupaulop, who 
spoke at great length. He was inters 
rupted by an altercation between M., 
Laurel Pickat,a Radical, and M. De 
Cazes, Conservative. Bitter words were 
exchanged and there was much bad 
feeling. After the close of the sitting 
two friends of the Radicals called upon 
De Cazes and demanded an apology. 
The result is unknown, but a duel is 
probable.

A PROPOSITION CONCERNING 
THE UNIVERSITY OF NORTH 
CAROLINA. 


We are conscious that the fair fame 
ef Nurth Carolina has been tarnished 
by our want of zcal for the cause of 
education. 

In no other State of the Union is 
there such a large per centage of white 
persons unacquainted with the art of 
reading and writing. In times past we 
suffered from a great deficiency in our 
educational tacilities. This was recog- 
nized some ten years prior to the, 
war, and measures were inauguratcd to 
establish a thorough system of Common 
Schools, sustained at a vast expense to 
the State. These schools were in aj 
measure supplied with competent! 
teachers from among the graduates of 
our University. Since then the Univer- 
sity has ceased to exist. No longer 
does Chapel Hill eend forth a hundred 
young men annually, to give an addi- 
tional impetus to the cause of education 
ia different portions of the State. 

Hence our Common Schools languish 
—and the future presents a picture that 
saddens us. It is time for those sons of 
North Carolina, wh» venerate their 
mother, who love her fair fame and 
prize her prosperity, to bestir them- 
selves and manifest by zcalous works 
their willingness to promote her glory 
and the happiness of her citizens. Let 
us establish the University on a proper 
basis. 


At present we believe the cstablish- 
ment is closed, and the buildings are 
rapidly falling into decay. It is al- 
ready dead. 


How can we accomplish its resurrec- 
tion ? 


We understand that the Institution is 
embarrassed by debt, and that those of 
our sons who can best afford to takca 
collegiate course, are not disposed to 
connect themselves with the University 
20 long as it remains under the existing | 
management. 


We believe that the only hope of re- 
suscitating it is to be found in placing it in 
thorough aecord with the feelings and 
prejudices of those who can patronize 
it and will build it up; and itis evi- 
dent that this can never be accom- 
plished while the University is beid 
te “an inseparable connection with the 
free public school system of the State,” 
as prescribed by the provisions Of tlic 
Constitution. 


To re-open a career for this venerable 
Alma Mater ‘of so many of our citiz ens, 
we must disconnect it from politics— 
must sever its connection with the-free | 
public school system,must place its gov- 
ernment in sympathy with the scholars 
we seek, and invest with its control a 
board of practical men, who will man- 
age it as "private property devoted to 
similar purposes. 

It*seems to usthat this muy be done. 
The grounds and property of tne Uni- 
versity are heavily mortgaged, and a 
suit has been brought to foreclose the 
mortgage. The mortgagees may take 
possession and hold the property 
without any restrictions until redeemed ; 
orit may be sold under a decree of 
Court, and the purchasers will hold it as 
private property, free from its pecuniary 
embarrassments—free from its existing 
connection with political managers— 
and entirely relieved of its Constitution- 
al diseases. 


In order to give the foregoing sugges- 
tiens practical shape, it is proposed that 
the Legislature create a corporation to 
be called Toe UNIversity Company, 
with five hundred of the best men in 
the State as Incorporators, granting 
them power to do all things requisite 
with proper restrictions; that they be 
requested to open books of subscription 
to the capita! stock, which shal! be un- 
limited ; that counties, and citics and 
towns be authorized, under proper 
regulations, « enbseribe, and that the 
Public Treasurer be directed to sub- 
seribe seventy-five thousand dollars on 
behalf of the State, whenever twenty- 
five thousand dollars shall be subscribed 
and paid in by the private stockholders; 
at the same time providing a general 
scheme for the contro] and operation of 
the Company. 


It is next proposed that this Compa- 
uy shal! purchase either the mortgagec’s 
title, or the property at the sale, and 
obtain possession of the premises. 


After that, with men of influence and 
standing inthe different parts of the 
Btace entrusted personally, patriotically 
and pecuniarily in the success of the 
enterprise, there canhe no such word as 
fail. 


We commend this proposition to the 
press of the State; particularly we call 


it to the attention of those graduates of 


our University who love their Alma 
Mater, and we earnestly ask for it, a 
favorable consideration from all, who 
deploring the prostration of this vener- 
able Institution of learning, would re- 
joice to behold it once more rearing its 
honored head among the noble educa- 
tors of the Union. 

The question we present is, should 
the Legislature at the present session 
incorporate the University Company ? 

We would like to have the views of 
our brethren of the State press on the

During the Presidential campaign, 
mest of the gentlemen who were impli- 
cated by the Ames-McComb correspon- 
dence, made positive and emphatic de- 
nials of any conncction with the Credit 
Mobilier, and indignantly denounced 
{he charges against them as base and 
infamous slanders. _ But the testimony 
before the Committee appointed by 
Congress to, investigate {the matter, 
points conclusively to the guilt of some 
of these immaculate persons, and brands 
their unsupported denials with the 
stamp of falsehood. Not only the evi- 
dence of McComb, taken before the 
Committee, but also that of Oakes 
Ames himself goes far to establish the 
substantial facts contained in the news- 
papers, and to show that nearly every 
member of Congress against whom 
charges Were preferred during the cam- 
paign, either held stocx in the Credit 
Mobilier at some time or other, or re- 
ceived a profit therefrom, in some shape 
ur form. 

Deweese was _unanimously expelled

SALE OF THE WESTERN NORTH 

CAROLINA RAILROAD. 
Before the Legislature adjourned, a 
Committee was appointed to investigate 
the circumstances connected with the 
sale of the Western North Carolina 
Railroad, which had been advertised 
under a decree of Court. Several 
witnesses were examined before the 
Committee, but nothing, material was 
elicited. That there is fraud somewhere 
in connection with this sale, no one 
seems to doubt, but where it is, and how 
to expose it is a problem which has not 
yet been solved. 

We were gratified when the sale was 
postponed sixty days, because we were 
in hopes that a compromise might be 
made in the meantime, which wonld be 
satisfactory to all parties. 

It is rumored that Gov. Caldwell, in 
behalf of the State, will take an appeal 
to the Supreme Court of the United 
States from Judge Dick’s decree, di- 
rccting the sale of the Road. 

The people of North Carolina regard- 
less of party, will sustain Governor 
Caldwell in his efforts to protect the 
laterests of North Carolina against the 
schemes of Railroad monopohes or other 
foreign corporations. 

We believe there is fraud, connected 
with the sale of the Western N. C. Road, 
and therefore we endorse the action of 
the Governor in taking an appea! from 
the decree ordering its sale. 

We know nothing of the plans and 
purposes of the Southera Security Com- 
pany, the Pennyslvania Ceniral, or any 
other Railroad, in conncction with this 
or any other matter. Wecare nothing 
for their interests, and do nct tike them 
into consideration in our discussion of 
this subject. We shall oppose and de- 
nounce the schemes of any corporation, 
State or foreign, which :eeks its own 
aggrandizement at the sacrifice of the 
welfare of North Carolina. We protest

est in the proposed sale of a Road | 
which cost six millions of dollars, for a 
debt of three hundred thousand dollars. 
If the appeal is taken to tle United 
States Supreme Couit, the s@’e would 
be postponed twelve months, and in the 
meantime we would have a better op.

transaction. 

Our information on this subject is

THE EMPRESS AT THE 
DEATH-BED OF NAPOLEON,

The most melancholy picture of all 
is the distress of the Empress, whose 
grief sccms inconsolable. When she 
knelt to kiss her dying husband, she 
became so overwhelmed with emotion 
that she fainted at the bedside. The 
dispatches of Friday say that Eugenie 
knelt by the corpse several hours after 
the death of the Emperor, engaged in 
prayer. 

Our telegrams yesterday state that 
she has become calmer, and has received 
calls from members of the family. 

The Emperor will be buried Friday, 
under the seat of the family in the 
chancel of the Roman Catholic Church, 
at Chiselhurst.

An Important Decision—Congrese 
sional.} 7 

Wasuineton, Jan. 11.—It is under- 
stood that the Senate Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, at a meeting 
late this afternoon, has determined not 
to send Commissioners to Louisiana to 
take testimony regarding the political 
troubles there, but to summon all need- 
ed witnesses to come to Washington 
and give their testimony here. Itisalso 
understood that a Deputy Sergeant-At-— 
Arms was dispatched to New Orleans 
this evening for that purpose. 
Judge Grandin, of Mobile, has been 
in Washington for several days looking 
after the interest of hisclients in 
Mobile against whom suits have been 
instituted for the recovery of duties on 
merchandise imported during the war 
and which paid duties at the same time 
to the Confederate States authorities, 
Secretary Boutwell has decided the 
question favorably to Judge Granding’s 
clients, and the decision will be received 
in many districts of the South as one of 
timely relief, and evincing more ability 
and disposition on the part of the’govern- 
ment than has prevailed hitherto. The 
Department of Justice asks three hun- 
dred thousand dollars for a-deficiency 
appreciation mainly incurred in Ku 
Klux prosecutions. 

SENATE—No session. 

Hovse—Private bills. The pending 
question at the adjournment yesterday 
was the amendment offered by Smith, 
ot New York, forbidding payment of 


cotton captured before June, 1860, ex- 
cept special appropriations are made 
tor them. 

Garfield, of Ohio, replied to Smith’s 
specch made yesterday, repelling the 
idea that any judgment had been paid 
by the Secretary of the Treasury except 
in strict compliance with law; he recited 
the unazimous decision of the Supreme 
Court to the effect that the receipt of a 
special or a general pardon relieved 
claimants of all difficulties which they 
might otherwise labor under in regard 
to their loyalty, and that whenever the 
United States Government holds prop- 
erty which it has forcibly seized, it 
holds only as trustee, ard must deliver 
it back when the owner comes and 
proves his title to it without regard to 
his moral cliaracter. 

Smith, of New York, did not 
ask the House to throw itself 
in the teeth of decisions of the 
Supreme Court, but if the Supreme 
Court was of the opinion that a disloyal 
claimant, like Love, of Ga,, who was a 
Confederate loan commissioner and who 
had already received $174,009, and 
Lamar, of Savannah, were to be paid, he 
submitted that at least it should be on 
the report of these judgments to Con- 
gress, so that Congress should know, 
and the country should know what was 
being done. He reminded the House 
that in the McArdle case Congress had, 
by amendment to an appropriation bill, 
deprived the Supreme Couit of 


eress, the Supreme Court »nd Adminis- 
tration that the people were benind 
them, determined that loyal people 
should be pa:d the first. It the Gov- 
ernment was goivg into liquidation 
they should prefer their coufidential 
creditors: that was all that was in bis 
amendments. Potter, of New York, 
expressed his satisfaction at hearing the 
Court of Claims arraigned for not being 
loyal, because if there ever was a Court 
in the United States that had been 
superservicable to all it was the Court ot 
Claims, which had at its head as Caiet 
Justice the Drake amendment. 

Pierce, of Mississippi, opposed the 
amendment as being an attack on the 
southern section of the country. Ile 
showed the various stages of proof 
which claimants had to go through in 
order notto get the full value of their 
cotton, but the net proceeds of it paid 
into the Treosury, and which in some 
instances did not amount to one-fourth 
of the value, and asked whether they 
should then be compclied to come be- 
fore Congress and have their claims 
passed upon by partisan influence. He 
appealed to ail Southern Representatives 
to vote against the amendment. 

Hawley, of Connecticut, sustained 
the amendment, and said that he want- 
ed every judgment oi this kind to be 
reported to Congress, so that Congress 
might exercise its discretion whether 
it would pay these claims in preference 
to the claims of loyal men whose prop- 
erty had been taken or destroyed in the 
course of the war. 

Sargent, of California, denied that 
the cotton embraced in these claims 
had been seized during the war; it had 
been seized after the close of the war, 
and after the Proclamation of peace. 

There was therefore no justification 
for itsseizure or for witholding pay- 
ment from its owners. 

Shellabarger, of Ohio, admitted that 
under the decision of the Supreme 
Court, all these amnestied persons 
had been fully restored to their 
rights, and those rights could not be 
confiscated,but there was a way of meet- 
ing the difficulty and he was in favor ot 
meeting it. That way was to remit the 
Court of Claims to the position which it ; 
originally occupied, that of being really 
an Auditing Comuniittce of Congress, to 
audit claims presented to Congress, its 
findings to be really nothing more than 
information on which Congress was 
subsequently to act. They shvuld have 
to come back to that point in order to 
escape from the effect of the decision 
of the Supreme Court in reference to the 
right of amnested persons, 

Maynard, of Tenn., argued in favor 
of extending the privileges of the Court 
of Claims to the class of claimants until 
the 1st of January, 1874. 

Meacaam, of New York, offered an 
amendment repealing the law giv- 
ing jurisdiction over these cases 
to the Court cf Claims, but on 
a pomt of order raised by Sar- 


ruicd out. He argued in support of 
Smith’s amendment. 

Bingham, of Ohio, opposed the 
amendment, and argued that the only 
remedy was the repeal of the law, and 
that could not be done in an appropria- 
tion bill. | 

The amendment was further opposecs 
by Harris, of Virginia, and Beck and 
McIntyre, of Louisiana, Farnsworth, of 
illinois, argued against the idea of sub- 
jecting the judgments of the Court of 
upon Congress.
